THE EUREKA FIRE. 


Full Particulars of the Disastrous 
Conflagration. 


HEAET OF THE TOWN DESTROYED. 


Three Hundred Buildings, Covering 
Fifty Acres, Burned.

A Scene of Excitement Beggaring De­ 
scription.

E ureka (Nev.), August 18th.—At about 
10 o’clock A. M. yesterday an alarm of fire 
was sounded, and the entire popnlation was 
Boon in motiou. A dense cloud of smoks was 
seen to issue from the rear of Mrs. Poplin’s 
fruit and vegetable store on Main street, just 
south ol Odd Fellows’ Hall. In two minntee 
several wooden buildings in the immediate 
vicinity were enveloped in flames. The fire 
seemed to make 
U.NPRECIDKNTED HEADWAT 
From the very start. The firemen were 
promptly on hand, and two streams were ap­ 
plied, but without visible effect. The wind 
was blowing a gale from the southward, and 
continued to blow as only it can blow in these 
mountain canyons until the flames had run 
their course. It would have been an awful 
sight at night. It was terrible even in the 
broad glare of da)’. The fire backed up 
against the wind on the southward to Gold 
street, crossing Buel, and in turn reaching to 
Spring and Paul streets, its couree and scope 
being almost identical with the great confla­ 
gration of April, 1879, differing only in these 
particulars: It went a little farther south, 
and stopped a little .-hurt of the old mark on 
the north. Possibly oOU houses, many of 
them business establishments, were destroyed. 
Also, some of the flneBt and most costly pri­ 
vate resiliences in town were consumed. A 
space equal to fifty acres of 
THE VEKY HEART OF THE TOWS 
Was Bwept. In this vast area only a half 
dozen buildings remain to relieve the wide­ 
spread ruin and desolation. Jack Perry’s 
corner, Tommy Donglass’ building, the Foley 
Rickard block, Paxton &, Co.’s bank, Jake 
Cohn’s store. Dr. Schneider’s drug store, 
Kayser’s clothing store and C. T.auteuschla- 
ger’s corn- r saloon are the only buildings lefr. 
All else was literally licked up. The Leader 
office, Odd Fellow’s Hall, Theater, Interna­ 
tional Hotel, A. M. Hillhouse’s elegant resi­ 
dence and the Methodist Church were among 
the prominent buildings destroyed. The 
Jackson House was gutted, but still stands. 
The International is melted away level with 
the ground. It was due to the most heroic 
efforts that the fire was confined to the east 
side of Main street. The entire line of build­ 
ings on the west side are charred, and many of 
them badly damaged. The exact origin of 
the fire is not known. The first any one 
knew the flames were far advanced in the 
rear of the premises noted. 
AN INDESCRIBABLE SCENE. 
When the fire had got beyond control a 
scene ensued which beggars all attempts at 
description. Hundreds of men, women and 
children, totally panic stricken, frenzied in 
fact with fear, were fleeing in all directions 
for safety, some of the cooler ones bearing 
with them cherished articles of personal cr 
household goods. 
Those on the liDeB of 
Spring and Paul streets Bcaled the rugged 
mouutain to the eastward, while persons further 
down the flat sought refuge in the direction of 
Nob Hill. In the meantime drays and wagons 
were dashing hither and yon in the utmost 
haste to bear away valuables from the 
doomed district. Above all the shouts of the 
firemen mingled, as they heroically battled 
unsuccessfully with the devouring element. 
Finally the sun went down on a stricken and 
exhausted people. 
The Sentinel roughly estimates the loeees 
at three-quarters of a million, covered by 
about 8150,000 insurance. It thinks there 
must be suffering among the poor families, 
and calls for a meeting at noon to-day to 
organize a relief committee.

G reenbackers, or fiat-m oney pimple. 
I t is 
som ew hat different in form from th e ir pre­ 
vious propositions, b u t it leads to th e same 
ead, and th a t end is national bankruptcy 
and repudiation. 
The pretense for su b sti­ 
tu tin g national currency for the issues of 
the N ational Banks is th a t the in terest on 
the bonds now serving as securities for tlie 
N ational Bank issues w ould be saved. This 
is a fallacy .' If th e entire currency were 
issued 
by

F edeial 
G overnm ent, 
it 
would 
be 
necessary 
to 
keep 
in 
th e 
T reasury 
a 
coin 
reserve

S230.000.000,

W ith o u t the aid of the N ational B anks it 
would have been impossible to refund th e 
public d ebt as it has been refunded. 
By 
th eir aid a saving of tw enty m illion dollars 
per annum lias already been effected, and 
there is reason to believe th a t iu a short 
tim e they will be able to assist the G overn­ 
m ent iu placing new issues of bonds a t 34 
per cent., th u s effecting still fu rth er reduc­ 
tions in th e public burden. 
4\ ere the N a­ 
tional B anks abolished th e refunding ope­ 
rations would come to a standstill, and all 
further saving be prevented. 
A gain, all 
experience proves th a t Congress is not a fit 
custodian of th e currency ; th a t it is cer­ 
tain to do m ischief by tam pering w ith it, 
and th a t th e only safe plan is to tak e the 
tissue of paper m oney out of th e bands of 
the G overnm ent altogether. 
The second proposition of the fiat money 
Dem ocrats is to pay out all the m oney in 
the T reasury as far as it will go, in the 
discharge of the bonded debt.

how ever tru e it m ight be, has had a very 
aw kw ard effect a t the N orth, where the Dem ­ 
ocrats w ish it to be thought th a t th e w ar is 
over. 
T his incident shows th a t the pres­ 
en t policy of th e Democracy, nam ely to be 
all things to all m en, is attended w ith some 
serious draw backs. 
H aving no distinctive

How C h in e s e I d o ls a r e M a d e .—The 
Peking custom in m aking large images, 
w aether they are of brasa, iron, wood, or 
clay, is to cons’ru ct them w ith the internal 
organs as com plete as possible. 
W hile the 
sm aller images arc filled w ith T hibetan in- 
censo or cotton wool, th e larger have the 
iuterior arranged according to Chinese 
notions of anatom y. 
The heads are alw ays 
em pty. 
The chief viscera of th e chest 
and abdomen are alw ays represented. They 
are of silk or satin, and th eir shape is th a t 
found in draw ings of tho organs in native 
medical w orks. 
A round red piece of silk 
representa the heart, whose elem ent is fire. 
It is the size cf a dollar. I t and th e lungs, 
which are w hite, and divided into three 
lobes, are attached to a piece of wood, 
lound which is wound a piece of yellow 
pajier, having on it a T hibitan prayer. 
To 
the wood is attached, by silk threads of 
five colors, n m etallic m irror called ming- 
king. 
This represents intelligence, the 
heart being regarded as tbo seat of mind. 
The lungs cover the heart as au um brella 
or lid, as if to preserve it from injury. 
In 
th e abdomen the intestines are m ade of 


I o d c narrow pieces of bilk with cotton wool 
stitched along tho concave border. 
This 
may represent fat or the m esentery. 
E m ­ 
bracing *11, like the peritoneum , is a large 
piece of silk covered w ith prayers or 
charm s. 
Inside are also to lie found little 
hags containing th e five kinds of grain, 
w ith pearl», jade, sm all ingct3 of siiv*r, 
aud gold of five oandareens’ w eight, and 
bits of solder of various shapes to repre­ 
sent silver. 


F ir e a n d W a t e r -P r o o f P a p e r. — L a 
Monties publishes a m ethod of m aking a 
fire and w ater-proof paper, which, suitably 
modified, may be turned to a great variety 
” ¡ of useful applications in th e hands of in- 
1 genious perrous. 
O ne-third of ground as­ 
bestos fiber is m ixed w ith tw o-thirds of 
paper paste in a solution of common salt 
au i alum . 
Tho m ixture is then passed 
into a m achine, and th e pajier there made 
is ¡dunged into a bath of dissolved gum 
lac and then sent through the finishing- 
roll», when it may be cu t into sheets. The 
salt and alum serve to im part strength to 
the paper, and to im part to it fire-resisting 
properties. 
The lac renders it im pervious 
to m oisture w ithout affecting its property 
of receiving ink. 
A little less vagueness 
w ould be desirable in this description, bu t 
there is, perhaps, enough told to stim u­ 
late iuveutors to m ake some valuable ex- 
[erim ents.

over him, and even a sister’s gentle and tear­ 
ful remonstrances, while moving him deeply, 
failed to give him strength to resist. About 
three weeks ago a druggist gave him a bottle 
of the preparation, and he vowed he'd give it 
a good trial.

exhilarates a little, but no “ thick-headed­ 
ness 
results. Ordinarily from one to two 
weeks is sufficient time in which to ef- 
fe t 
a 
cure, lmt 
a 
tough case may 
take a month. The ringing of the ears and 
the aching of the head indicate that too 
much of the medicine is being taken. The 
sv-tein, they say, should be kept freely n¡>en 
while taking the preparation, and that if any 
doubt as to its effect is felt, it is well to take 
it under the supervision of a phyiician, as in 
on a of the cases cited was done. 
The recipe 
is as follows : Take one pound of the host, 
fresh, quill red Peruvian bark, powder it, 
and soak it iu one pint of diluted alcohol. 
Afterwards strain and evaporate it down to 
mie-balf a pint. Directions for use : Dose— 
A teaspoonful every three hours the first and j 
second d.iy, and occasionally moisten the 
tongue between the doses. The third day 
take as previously, but reduce the dose to 
one-half teaspoonful. Afterwards reduce the 
dose t-i fifteen drops, and then down to tea, 
and then down to live drops.

Rev. T. DeW itt Talmage of Brooklyn lec­ 
tured at the Metropolitan Theater last even­ 
ing. 
His audience was au excellent and a 
representative one, but by do means so large 
as the lecture aud the fame of the lecturer 
w arranted. Mr. Talmage is tall and long- 
limbed, and ought to be graceful on the stage, 
but is quite the reverse. 
In gesticulation and 
oratorical methods he flies in the face of all 
established rules; his manner is phenomenal 
and not to be described except to say that it 
is odd. 
But it has a maguetism, neverthe­ 
less, is very effective, aud quite soon the 
hearer comes to realize that with Mr. Tal­ 
mage more formal aud less original aud pecu­ 
liar methods of delivery would destroy much 
of the interest of the lecture, the action and 
dramatic originality of the speaker being 
no more phenomenal than the methods of 
his expression. His conclusions and state­ 
ments of belief are delivered with all the 
force of a bolt shot from a cannon. 
His 
declarations come clear-cut and chiseled, and 
with an oratorical momentum that justifies 
their likeness to red-hot shot from a guu’s 
mouth. 
He is witty, and illustrates his 
points with many anecdotes, a majority old 
ones, but clothed with a new interest. 
His 
lecture is full of humor, aud a vein of humor­ 
ous fancy peí vades eveu the more serious 
passages of Lia discourse. 
Indeed he kept 
his audience all last evening in a merry 
spirit, manifest by a constant wuveof laughter, 
iu the more intense passages he drew pic­ 
tures in words with a rapidity and brilliancy 
and a vividness of imagination tfiat rose to the 
higher planes of eloquence, sunk the man in 
the art F t aud left the auditor wholly, to the 
maguetism aud influence of the scene drawn 
for his mental vision. 
Hi* subject last eveu- 
ing was “ Cheerful Homes,” aEd its character 
is quite fully indicated hy that title. 
Mr. 
Tul mage believes in “ cheerful homes” in all 
the fullness of the expression. 
He believes 
iu children and childrens rights, in sun­ 
shiny religion, in 
not 
fretting, is 
an 
enemy of worry aud stew, 
and 
holds 
that all things will come right, and all 
the fret and care we indulge in will not 
change results a particle except to our in­ 
jury. 
He believes in cheerful parlors and 
chterful Sundays; in suuny dining-rooms 
and romping children ; iu nurseries where 
the little ones cau kick up a racket uninter­ 
ruptedly ; iu leaving business cares outside 
the door, and in taking a romp at home ; in 
domestic humor and parental mirth ; in men 
for thtir mauliness, and irrespective of the 
coats they wear or who were their ancestors. 
He believes in home games, aud don’t object 
to young people at home, full of life and mer­ 
riment, dancing so high and hard that 
chain 
cables won’t 
hold 
them |down. 
He didn’t believe that the bright flowers of 
pleasure always grow upon the edge of the 
precipice ; there is no such thing as being 
happy without making others happy ; if you 
are in au unsocial neighborhood it is became 
you are unsocial; when one has to marshal 
the ancestral ghosts te bolster up his own 
worth he is a pitiful object; it is not where 
you fought, but how did you fight, not who 
are you, but what are you ? It is not the 
question how rich is your home, hut is it a 
home ? The man for him is the man who 
loves his home, who is bright in it, and makes 
himself a light in the household in whose 
beams all love to bask. The mar. for him is 
he who loves God and hates shams. 
In this 
sententious and epigrammatic manner the lec­ 
turer went on with his theme, connecting his 
texts, which were myriad, hy many an anec­ 
dote and many a glowing effect in word- 
painting. To-night is the last lecture, and 
the subject is “ Big Blunders.” The lectures 
are delivered under the auspices of Post 
No. S.JGrand Aruiv of the Republic, and the 
proceeds are to go to a fund of the Post 
which is sadly depleted, and is needed for 
purposes of charity.

short distance away, could find comfort­ 
able accommodations fur a moderate price, 
hut it has only hecn necessary for a peasant 
to look a t* lo*omwtjve for him to raise the 
value of everything he owns, and learn to 
skin flints as closely as any miser. 
The 
little town of Grez is 
certainly more 
familiar to our American artists than to 
French artists or Parisians. It is so hidden 
down in a hollow on the river th at it re­ 
quires a veritable explorer iu order to dis­ 
cover it. 
The discoverer was Mr. Palizzi, 
a celebrated artist, an Italian hy birth, hut 
a master of the French school, aud deco­ 
rated aud honored as far as possible by the 
French Government. 
He built a little cot­ 
tage containing a studio by the side of a 
peasant’s dw illing and the river’s bauk. 
lie considered he had discovered a little 
paradise hut ho kept his retreat somewhat 
secret, knowing that should a traveling clerk 
or insurance agent make his appearance 
the artistic qualities of Grez would some­ 
w hat diminish.

Scotch and Kuglteh artists on their way 
from Nemours to Barbizou came accident­ 
ally across tne little town, and perceiving 
the graceful and limpid stream, plunged 
into it, anil on coming out decided on tak ­ 
ing up t heir quarter» there for the summer.
